1143  1875-78.  Complete  seven  piece  set,  the  four  Philadelphia  coins  proofs,  the  branch 
mints  uncirculated,  mounted  in  a custom  plastic  holder.  In  detail: 

1875.  Brilliant  Proof,  from  the  early  die  state  with  long  curved  lines  near  and 
through  head. 

1875-S.  Reverse  same  die  previously  used  on  the  proofs,  with  the  line  from  leaf 
point  to  final  S;  different  obv.  die.  Brilliant  frosty  Uncirculated  average  strike, 
not  well  up  in  centers  or  on  top  of  wing  as  left;  the  striations  in  centers  were  on 
the  strip  from  which  this  blank  was  cut  out.  Touches  of  russet  tone. 

1875- CC.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  few  minute  bag  marks,  top  of  wing  flat  at  D S 
as  struck,  nearly  full  head,  almost  full  breast. 

1876.  Hollow  places  in  wings  where  they  join  body,  as  in  Hirt : 1190.  Brilliant 
Proof,  faint  hairlines. 

1876- CC.  Double  LIBERTY,  same  dies  as  all  other  1876-CC’s  known  to  date. 
Brilliant  frosty  Uncirculated,  light  gold  tone,  few  minute  bag  marks,  including  a 
curved  one  in  field  r.  of  3rd  and  4th  stars,  and  a tiny  rim  nick  between  9th  and 
10th.  Rev.  Somewhat  more  Proof-Like  than  fiosty,  as  usual  on  this  date;  breast 
only  partly  up,  top  of  wing  at  left  not  up,  again  as  usual.  Minute  rim  nick 
opposite  left  star,  another  outside  dentils  between  final  A and  star,  these  totally 
inconsequential  and  mentioned  only  for  future  identification  of  this  piece.  Cluster 
of  tiny  spots  at  TW  and  adjacent  wing  tip;  another  just  above  top  leaf.  Without 
earlier  auction  history;  believed  one  of  the  four  discovered  in  Maryland  in  the 
mid  1950’s  which  raised  the  count  from  10  to  14,  where  it  has  remained  for  twenty 
years.  In  estimating  a value,  remember  that  the  Kern-  Hydeman  - Flynn  - Cham- 
pa - Tebo  coin  brought  $45,000  in  the  1975  ANA  Convention  sale;  the  Knapp  - Neil  - 
Pelletreau  - Wolfson  - Miles  coin  has  not  been  auctioned  recently  enough  to  mean 
anything,  nor  have  the  Cass-“Empire”  or  WGC  or  Atwater  or  B.  Frank  pieces. 

1877.  Brilliant  Proof,  light  hairlines;  one  of  only  350  minted,  some  of  which  — 
possibly  over  100  — were  melted  in  1878,  when  the  denomination  was  abolished. 

1878.  Brilliant  Proof,  few  minute  contact  marks,  light  hairlines,  acquiring  a 
pleasing  golden  and  honey  colored  tone.  One  of  760  minted,  of  which  probably 
over  300  were  melted  June  29,  1878  (the  total  was  450  mixed  dates,  mostly  1877- 
78).  One  of  the  most  important  of  American  silver  coins.

EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  FAMOUS  1827  ORIGINAL  QUARTER 

1175  1827  Browning  1,  rev.  of  1828:  curve  based  2,  I in  motto  below  T at  right.  Brilliant 
Proof,  cleaned  long  ago.  One  of  probably  12  made,  though  fewer  than  that  are 
now  known  to  survive.  One  of  the  most  famous  of  American  silver  rarities.  The 
story  has  long  been  familiar  about  how  J.  J.  Mickley  obtained  the  first  four  ever 
recorded  as  his  change  for  a Spanish  or  Mexican  dollar;  what  is  not  so  clear  is 
where  the  others  were  in  the  intervening  years.  Be  that  as  it  may,  no  fact,  nor 
absence  of  fact  could  compromise  the  rarity  or  desirability  of  this  coin,  the  high 
point  of  an  American  silver  collection. 
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We  append  here,  as  has  become  traditional  in  offerings  of  this  great  rarity,  a list 
of  the  known  examples;  this  differs  from  any  hitherto  published  and  is  believed 
to  be  more  nearly  correct. 

1)  Smithsonian  Institution,  from  the  Mint  collection;  doubtless  among  the 
coins  bestowed  on  the  collection  by  Adam  Eckfeldt  in  1838.  Cleaned  proof.

Parmelee,  Col.  E.  H.  R.  Green,  B.  G.  Johnson,  J.  A.  Stack  estate,  $50,000, 
Paramount.  Pictured  in  Seavey  (1873),  Parmelee  (1890)  and  Browning. 
Cleaned  proof.

7)  F.  C.  C.  Boyd  (before  1940),  W.  W.  Neil,  F.  S.  Guggenheimer,  R.  L.  Miles, 
Speir  sale  (March  1974),  R.  L.  Hughes.  Pictured  in  WGC,  Neil,  Guggen- 
heimer, Miles  and  Speir  catalogues.  Cleaned  proof.  The  present  coin. 

8)  John  H.  Clapp  at  an  unknown  date  before  1941,  Stack’s,  Louis  Eliasberg 
collection,  Very  Fine  plus. 

9)  Sr.  Alvarez,  Jerry  Cohen  ca.  1972,  “Quality  Sales’’  Sept.  1973,  $28,000, 
Stack’s  for  an  unidentified  client.  Proof,  plain  rim  nick  almost  midway 
between  8th  and  9th  stars;  top  rev.  border  broader  and  top  and  bottom  obv. 
borders  much  less  well  struck  than  on  the  Yale  coin. 

A brief  study  of  comparative  rarities  may  be  of  interest,  considering  only  date 
and  mintmarks  of  regular  U.S.  silver  coins.  The  1827  quarter,  by  actual  head 
count,  is  at  least  four  times  as  rare  as  the  1802  half  dime;  it  is  exactly  as  rare  as 
the  1894-S  dime;  it  is  ll/2  times  as  rare  as  the  1876-CC  20c  piece;  we  have  no  head 
count  on  the  1873-CC  quarter  without  arrows,  but  that  is  its  only  other  possible 
rival  in  this  denomination.  It  is  appreciably  rarer  than  the  1838-0  half  dollar, 
though  exceeded  by  the  1853-0  no  arrows;  it  is  in  the  same  rarity  class  with  the 
original  1804  dollar,  if  one  stretches  a point  and  calls  the  latter  a “regular” 
issue;  it  is  exactly  as  rare  as  the  1884  Trade  and  almost  as  rare  as  the  1885,  if  one 
were  similarly  to  stretch  a point  for  these.  It  is,  however,  more  desirable  than 
the  mentioned  dollars  and  Trades,  as  it  has  been  from  the  beginning  without  any 
hint  of  controversy  or  moral  taint;  nobody  has  had  to  lie  about  it  any  time,  it  has 
continued  to  be  a high  point  of  collections  of  regular  and  proof  coins  for  over  115 
years  without  needing  to  be  artificially  touted.  The  present  coin  is  an  old  favor- 
ite, ever  since  our  old  friend  Fred  Boyd  owned  it;  it  needs  no  higher  recommen- 
dation. It  is  thus  with  the  utmost  pride  that  we  present  this  Original  1827.

About  Uncirculated  Plus,  Some 
Claims  To  Borderline  Unc.  grade;  obv.  with  beautiful  warm  sunset  tones  (reds, 
oranges,  goldens)  rev.  pale  gray  and  struck  from  a heavily  clashed  and  crum- 
bled die.  UNPUBLISHED,  UNHEARD-OF.  AT  PRESENT  UNIQUE,  though  sev- 
eral hundred  1853  arrows  quarters  have  been  examined  since  this  was  discov- 
ered (Aug.  1975),  in  a vain  attempt  to  find  a duplicate.  The  explanation  for  this 
unprecedented  type  of  overdate  is  apparently  that  in  the  fall  of  1853  the  Engrav- 
ing Department  (i.e.  J.  B.  Longacre  and  an  assistant)  had  to  make  obverse  dies 
for  both  1853  and  1854  quarters,  and  someone  gave  this  particular  die  blank  one 
blow  with  an  1854  logotype,  found  that  it  should  have  been  1853,  and  decided  to

After  spirited  bidding,  dealer  Julian  Liedman  succeeded  in  capturing  it  at  the 
winning  bid  of  $2,000;  A.  M.  Kagin,  after  contacting  a client,  acquired  it  for  him 
at  $3,000.00.  It  has  now  been  consigned  to  the  sale  along  with  the  balance  of  his 
collection.  The  Guidebook  now  lists  it  but  without  any  price.  Several  additional 
specimens  have  since  been  discovered  but  ALL  WE  HAVE  SEEN  HAVE  BEEN

That  might  even  deceive  some  wealthy  neophyte  into  bidding  a few 
dollars  higher  than  he  might  otherwise.  We  feel,  however  that  it  is  fairer  to  the 
consignor  and  to  the  potential  bidders  to  tell  the  truth  about  this  coin  exactly  as 
we  see  it,  and  let  the  free  market  decide  the  coin’s  fate.  We  are  enough  im- 
pressed with  the  high  quality  of  this  splendid  old  rarity  to  have  no  fear  that  it  will 
go  begging  or  be  snapped  up  by  some  bargain  hunter.

Similar  pieces  used  to  be  auctioned,  in  various  grades,  during  the  1860’s — 80’s  as 
“1804  Under  5 Half  Dollar!”  We  don’t  know  where  a strictly  uncirculated  speci- 
men could  be  located  at  the  Guidebook  price  of  $3,750.

1406  1806/5  Ov.-104a  (R-6).  Underlying  5 clear  in  bottom  of  6 unlike  “common”  1806  /5 
showing  only  at  corner.  Heavy  crack  last  three  stars;  break  at  U.  Difficult  to 
grade,  this  has  some  details  Extremely  Fine  or  better,  many  others  weaker, 
believed  largely  as  struck;  traces  of  mint  lustre,  peripheral  dark  tone  helping 
heal  signs  of  old  cleaning;  minute  bag  marks.  The  variety  is  of  great  interest; 
like  the  1806  / 5 quarter  dollar  and  quarter  eagle,  but  apparently  no  other  obvs.  in 
the  series  of  overdates.  The  die  began  life  as  an  1805  production  actually  used  for 
making  coins  of  1805  (Ov.-105).  Normal  overdates  are  from  dies  not  used  with 
their  original  dates;  these  three  1806/5  exceptions  are  thought  to  have  represent- 
ed some  kind  of  emergency  in  1806.  Rarity  of  this  half  dollar,  like  the  quarter 
eagle,  is  attributed  to  early  die  breakage.  Seldom  offered,  especially  with  the 
advanced  breaks,  and  usually  in  low  grade;  “Gilhousen”:879,  for  instance  was 
only  Fine. 


1407  1806  / 9 Ov.-lll,  but  unlisted  die  state:  struck  before  the  heavy  rim  break  developed  at 
TED.  Difficult  to  grade,  this  has  some  mint  lustre  with  iridescent  toning,  some  details 
Extremely  Fine  or  close  to  it,  others  weaker,  mostly  as  struck;  sharper  overall  than  the 
Overton  Plate  coin!  Only  the  second  we  have  encountered  to  date  without  the  “cud” 
break,  and  the  finer  of  the  two.
